1 . Claims 30-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. None of the 
prior art of record either individually or in combination teach the following: 

a communication link directly connecting over a network said tax register 
to the government taxing authority, said tax register being programmed to 
transmit said tax data directly to the government taxing authority via said 
communication link 

The present invention discloses A point of sale tax reporting system. 

The allowable feature of providing a communication link directly connecting over a 
network said tax register to the government taxing authority, said tax register being 
programmed to transmit said tax data directly to the government taxing authority via 
said communication link, is not disclosed by any prior art reference. The closest prior 
art, Ginter (US 201 10145602 A1) shows a system where transaction and tax data is 
securely communicated to one or more government agencies directly at some interval 
(for example monthly). Newly cited art, Ziarno (US 5663547) discloses a method that 
includes the optional step of a fund-raising organization or a card account processor 
1031 providing direct substantiation of a contribution or gift to a tax processing 
governmental body, e.g. the Internal Revenue Service, on a hard copy of a tax return or 
electronically by transmitting data sets Comprised of the contribution(s) or gift(s)

correlated to data sets comprised of the charitable deductibility status of the 
contribution(s) or gift(s). However, neither Ginter nor Ziarno discloses providing a 
communication link directly connecting over a network said tax register to the 
government taxing authority, said tax register being programmed to transmit said tax 
data directly to the government taxing authority via said communication link. This 
distinct feature has been added to independent claims 30 and 32, and renders them 
and all claims that depend from them allowable.
